WOMBWELL TELLS 
OF METHODS USED 


Makes $3,500 Profits 
On Total Gross 
Of $8,353 


AUTOMOTIVE parts jobbers 
may be divided into two main 
classifications: those who were at 


one time machinists, and who, 
due to the necessity of their 
handling parts, have gradually 


developed into parts jobbers with 
their principal interest in the ma- 
chine shop, and, secondly, those 
men who are salesmen primarily, 
and whose interest is naturally 
focused on the selling of parts 
and to whom the machine shop is 
generally considered as a sort of 
a side line. 

In the latter classification was J. 
H. Wombwell, president of the 
Wombwell Automotive Parts Com- 
pany of Lexington, Ky. His inter- 
est was in the sales end of the 
business, but realizing the additional 
trade that was dependent upon his 
supplying a machine shop service to 
his customers, he installed a com- 
plete shop in 1927. While he is not 
setting up his shop or his methods 
as a model for any one, he gives 


herewith a few facts in regard to! 


what has proved in his case a suc- 
cessful means of converting shop 
losses into real shop profits. 


“I started out by paying my men | 


75 cents an hour, with time and a 
haif for overtime,” Mr. Wombwell 
says. “Most of my prices were on 


a flat basis, with a few jobs on a} 


time rate of $1.50 an hour. I believe 
that on time work this rate is about 
right; at least, it has proved so for 
me. As I see it, you can’t charge

certain style. 
or sales talks were needed. 


“From my own standpoint, quite | 


naturally a selfish one, the idea has 
been a tremendous success. I have 
sold more parts and more machine 
|shop service at a bigger profit. 
; Overtime has been practically elim- 
inated, but at the same time the 
output of the shop has been in- 
| creased. 

“The reason for this can be seen 


by watching the men in the shop. | 


|Under the old plan, a man got his 
'75 cents per hour for putting in his 
time and turning out a reasonable 
amount of work. Now the size of 
his pay check depends entirely on 
the amount of work turned out by 
him and I find men with two or 
three jobs going at once, where 
previously they would 


“The personal interest of these 
men has not only brought about 
an increased speed of production, 
but it has also brought in a lot of 
additional work for the shop. It 
is to their interest now to keep 
plenty of work on hand and they 
do a lot to get it in. 

“The agreement that all defective 
jobs must be done over by the man 
who turned out the work originally 
and on his own time, goes a long 
way toward seeing that nothing is 

done in a slipshod fashion. The old 
alibi that it was a rush 
longer carries any weight. 

“As a weekly check-up, I receive, 
each Saturday, a slip from my book- 
keeper, reporting the total labor 
sales for each man in the shop, 
together with his total pay for the 
week and my share of the labor 
sales. 

“But to get right down to brass 
tacks, my shop made me a net 
profit in the last six months of 
last year of about $3,500, and this 
is on a gross business of $8,353.69. 
Work done included grinding of 
1,793 pistons and fitting bearings 
in 1,266 rods, in addition, of 
course, to a lot of other work, of 
which no exact quantity record is 
kept.

The majority of battery sales come 
in the last four months of the year.

during the spring and summer 
months.

Eight billion dollars will be spent this 
year for accessories, repair parts, tires, 
gasoline, oil and service. 


Automobile and truck merchants will 
get some of this business, but they will 
not get what they are justly entitled to. 
Dealers and distributors have let the one- 
stop station, independent repair shops and 
gasoline and oil stations acquire more 
business in dollars and cents than the 
entire vehicle business in passenger cars 
and trucks. 


The service station of the automobile 
dealer is the only place an owner ought to 
take his car to have even minor repairs 
made. A large number of so-called lubri- 
cating stations do not know how to lubri- 
cate all makes of cars. A great many 
independent repair shops are interested 
primarily in large profits and not in the 
legitimate profit they would get by serving 
the owner with the proper materials and 
the proper kind of labor. 


Right in New York City, where the 
one-stop stations are supposed to have well- 
trained men, many will fill a Mechanic’s 
universal with grease, and cheap grease at 
that. If you say, “Fill with oil” the man 


looks at you in surprise. He doesn’t know 


any better. Ask to have the rear wheel 
bearings packed and the man may ask, 


“Where are they?” And then, after being 
shown, he doesn’t even clean off the outside 
of the Alemite nipples, but lubricates, dirt 
and all. 


Go to an independent shop and ask to 
have a Borg & Beck clutch repaired and a 
new plate installed. You'll probably get a 
plate not made by Borg & Beck—which is 
not the sad thing about the transaction, but 
the fact that the plate will probably be far 
inferior to a regular Borg & Beck. And so 
with many replacement parts. How many 
of these so-called service stations know 
how to reline and adjust a set of Lockheed 
brakes without having them squeak, or one 
of them burn after running a little while? 
In some of the one-stop stations schoolboys 
are given the work to do, because the boys 
work for low pay. | 


It should be quite clear to any one that 
a Ford service station is not the place to 
take a Cadillac, because the men are not 
trained Cadillac service men. Yet millions 
of owners take their cars to shops that are 
not thoroughly familiar with any one make 
of car, but have a smattering of all makes. 
Even in the simple procedure of lubricat- 
ing a chassis, many gas stations or one-stop 
stations do not know where to look for 
lubricating points, nor. do they know what 
kind of lubricants to use. The service sta-

tion of the automobile dealer has a staff of 
men who know exactly how to handle 
every car, who know exactly what kind of 
materials to use. They do not use the 
cheapest form of lubricants, but rather the 
best lubricants for a given location. They 
fill oil universal joints with oil, they will 
use graphite grease where necessary, they 
will use heavy oil where heavy oil is needed 
and light oil where light oil is needed. A 
one-stop station, a gasoline station, an inde- 
pendent shop, will use what is convenient 
and most profitable. 


When it comes to actual repair work, an 
owner is making a great mistake by taking 
his car to any place except an authorized 
service station of the manufacturer. How 
does the owner know what sort of replace- 
ment parts are used in his carP How is the 
owner to know whether adjustments are 
correctly made? The only assurance the 
owner has of getting proper work done at 
the lowest possible cost is to take his car to 
your service station. It is up to you to sell 
the owner away from one-stop stations and 
independent shops that cannot properly 
serve his car. Even when the owner is 
touring, his only reason for stopping any- 
where but an authorized service station 
should be to get gasoline and oil. If he 
must have his car lubricated, if he must

have adjustments or repairs made, urge 
him to go to an authorized service station. 


If owners could be certain of getting 
good service at a place other than at an 
authorized station, then they legitimately 
deserve that business; but the majority of 
them are not in a position to render service 
equal to that of the authorized service sta- 
tion or else, if they are in a position to 
do so, they are equipped with men wholly 
incapable of understanding all makes of 
cars. 


The maintenance business is yours, 
every bit of it, from oiling a generator bear- 
ing to overhauling an engine, not by any 
other right except that you can do it better 
and cheaper and with the car owner’s 
interests in mind as well as your own 
profit. 


If automobile dealers and distributors 
do not make a drive to get this business 
which is rightfully theirs they will, within 
a few years, find the super-service station, 
the one-stop station or whatever you want 
to call them, adding automobiles instead of 
having the automobile dealer add all the 
service sales which now cost him billions 
of dollars per year. 


Write to every owner on your books, 
write to your factory for co-operation, get 
busy and get your share of these billions.

Mass production alone would not 
have placed the automobile industry 
in its position of pre-eminence in | 
American industries, says a recent |
